LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF WISCONSIN TERRITORY: 


Begun and held at Madison, the Seat of Government, on 
Monday the third day of August, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and forty—being the day fixed by 
an act of the Legislative Assembly, approved January 11, 1840, 
for holding am éxtra Séésion thereof, when the following mem- 
bers of the Council appearéd, and took their seats, Viz: 

From the District’ composed of the original county of Brown 
—Morgan L. Martin and Charles C. P. Arndt ; 

From the district composed of the counties of Milwaukee and 
Washington—William A. Prentiss ; sa 

From the county of Racine—William Bullen and -Lorenzo 
Janes ; 

From the district composed of the counties of Walworth and 
Rock—James Maxwell ; e 
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From the district composed of the counties of Green, Dane, 
Jefferson and Dodge—Ebenezer Brigham; and 

From the county of Grant—James R. Vineyard and John H. 
Rountree. 

On motion of Mr. Bullen, 

Morgan L. Martin, Esq., was appointed President pro tem. 
On motion of Mr. Bullen, 

George Beatty was appointed Secretary pro tem. 
On motion of Mr. Arndt, 

Daniel M. Whitney was apoointed Sergeat-at-Arms pro tem. 
On motion of Mr. Vineyard, 

-William G. Thompson was appointed Door-keeper pro tem. 
On motion of Mr. Maxwell, 

Edwin Brainard was appointed Messenger pro tem. 

Mr. Maxwell presented the certificate of election and the 
oath of qualification of Charles J. Learned. Esq., member 
elect from the district composed of the original county of 
Crawford, in the room of Joseph Brisbois, resigned, and moved 
that he be admitted to a seat. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Prentiss, 

Ordered, that a Committee of three be appointed to wait on 
the House of Representatives, and inform them that the Coun- 
cil have now temporarily organized, and are ready to proceed 
to business. a 

Messrs. Prentiss, Vineyard and Maxwell, were appointed 
the Committee. l 

On motion of Mr. Rountree, 
The Council adjourned until three o’clock P. M. 
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Three O'clock, P. M. 


Messrs. Sholes and Billings, from the House of Representa- 
tives, were announced, who informed the Council that the 
House was now organized, temperarily, ‘and ready to proceed 
to businesss. 

Mr. Prentiss from the committee to wait upon the House of 
Representatives, reported that the committee had performed the 
duty assigned them. 

On motion of Mr. Prentiss, 

Resolved, that W. W. Wyman, publisher of the Madison 
Express, be employed to do the printing for the Council during 
the present Session of the Legislature. 

On motion of Mr. Bullen, 

Resolved, that the (standing rules of the last session of the 
Council be adopted for the gontenment of the Councii, until 
otherwise ordered. 

On motion of Mr. Rountree, 

Resolved, that a committee of two be appointed to act in con- 
junction with a similar cummittee, to be appointed by the House 
of Representatives, to wait on his Excellency, the Governor, 
and to inform him that the two Houses are now in organization, 
pro tempore, and‘ready to receive any communication he may 
have to make to them. 

Messrs. Rountree and Bullen were appointed the committee. 

Ordered, that the Secretary inform the House of Represent- 
atives thereof. 

The following message was received from the House of Rep- 
resentatives, by the Clerk thereof, viz : 

“Mr. President,—I have been directed to inform the Council 
that Messrs. Childs and Sutherland have been appointed a Com- 
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mitte on the part of the House of Representatives to act in con- 
junction with the Committee appointed on the part of this House 
to wait upon His Excellency, tlie Governor, and inform him that 
the two Houses are now in organization pro tempore, and ready 
to receive any communication he may have to make to them.” 

And then he withdrew. 

Qn motion of Mr. Bullen, ` 

Ordered, that the Council now proceed to the election of a 
Secretary. l 

And the ballots being taken and counted by Messrs. Vineyard 
and Arndt, appointed tellers for that purpose, it appeared that 
George Beatty had received ten votes for said office, and was 
therefore declared to be unanimously elected. 

The oath of office was thereupon administered to him by the 
President. 

Mr. Rountree, from the Committee appointed to mat upon 
the Governor, reported that they had performed the duty assign- 
ed them, and that the Governor had requested them to state 
that he would on to-morrow, at 12 o’clock, meet the two Houses 
in the Hall of the House of Representatives, and make a com- 
munication to them. | 

On motion of Mr. Arndt, 
The Council adjourned until 11 o'clock on to-morrow morn.

On motion of Mr. Janes, 

Ordered, that the Council do now promèt ta the election of 

President. ` . . : 
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Previous to which a call of the House was made, and the absent 
member sent for. 

The Sergeant-at-arms reported the attendance of the absent 
member. 

The ballots for the election of President were then taken and 
counted by Messrs. Janes and Sterling, appointed tellers for that 
purpose; when it appeared that William A. Prentiss had re. 
ceived seven votes; Ebenezer Brigham, one vote; Wiliam 
Bullen, two votes; Morgan L. Martin, one vote; and Daniel 
Wells, Jr., one vote. 

William A. Prentiss having received a majority of the whole 
nuinber of the votes given, was declared to be duly elected Pres. 
ident of the Council. 


Messrs. Bullen and Vineyard were thereupon appointed to 
conduct the President to the chair, from whence he made his 
acknowledgements to the Council, as follows :— 


Gentlemen of the Council :—For the manifestation of your 
confidence in calling me to preside over your deliberations du- 
ring the present session, I return you my sincere acknowledge- 
ments. 

We are convened on an important occasion for the interests 
of the people : the principal business at this time being to make 
an apportionment of representatives under the census recently 
taken. This is an important and delicate task, and should be ex- 
ecuted with a single eye to the public good, giving to the people 
of each portion of the Territory their due proportion of influence 
in the Legislature; and, from my knowledge of the capacity 
and.good intentions of the members of-both Houses, I am confi- 
dent that this, together with other duties to be performed at this 
session, will be discharged with fidelity to our constituents. 

I renew to you, gentlemen, an expression of my gratitude for 
the honor conferred in calling me to the station I now occupy ; 
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and I shall endeavor to discharge the duties imposed, according 
to the best of my abilities, trasting that I shall receive your 
counsel and support when in difficulty, and if errors are com- 
mitted your forgiveness. 

The following message was received from the House of Rep. 
resentatives, by the Clerk thereof, viz : 

“Mr. President,—I am directed to inform you that the Hon, 
Nelson Dewy, of the county of Grant, has been elected Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives,—and that seats have been 
prepared in the Representatives Hall, for the Governor and 
Council, preparatory to the delivering of the Governor’s Mes. 
sage.” 

And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Rountree, 

The members of the Council immediately repaired to the 
Representatives Hall, and heard the ‘following address, from 
the Governor : 

Fellow Citizens of the Council 
and House of Representatives, 

You are assembled in pursuance of a special legislative act, of 
the 11th day of January last, for the purpose of making the 
apportionment of representation for the House of Representa- 
tives in the several counties in this Territory. In conformity 
to the above recited act I entered into a contract, on the part 
of the Territory, on the 17th of February last, with the Unit- 
ed States Marshal, for a full and complete transcript of the 
enumeration of all persons residing in the Territory, agreeably 
to the forms of returns prescribed in an act of Congress of the 
United States, entitled “An act to provide for taking the sixth 
census or enumeration of the Inhabitants of the United States.” 
The Marshal has filed with me the transcript of the enumera- 
tion as made by him, which is herewith submitted to the Leg- 
islative Assembly for their action. Itis a subject of vital in. 


~I 
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terest to the people of the Territory that the representation in 
the several counties should be made as equal as practicable. 
The elective franchise is the foundation of our inestimable priv- 
ileges as freemen ; and, so long as the people are intelligent and 
enlightened, and they determine the comparative merits of in- 
dividuals by their suffrages at the polls, will our republican 
institutions remain unimpaired. 

As you are assembled fur a special purpose, and your session 
will be of short duration, I do not deem it necessary to call 
your attention to but few subjects not connected with the object 
for which you are assembled. Should, however, the good of the 
people require acts of legislation, you will have my co-operation 
in support of such measures as have for their object the good of 
our constituents. l 

I would respectfully invite the attention of the Legislative 
Assembly to the failure, on the part ofthe contractor, in print- 
ing the laws of the late session. Much inconvenience and ex- 
pense, as well as delay, has heretofore resulted to the people of 
this Terrritory from a failure in printing and promulgating the 
laws at an early period after the close of each session of the 
Legislative Assembly. Laws have been enacted that have not 
been distributed for several months after their passage. It is 
useless to enact laws unless they are printed and distributed to 
the people. “There is no branch ofthe Govèrnment so impor- 
tant to the rights of the community as the Judiciary ; the lives, 
liberties, reputation, and property of the people depend on the 
due administration of justice. Hence the great necessity of 
their having the laws by which they are governed. l 

I would respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly 
the propriety of. appointing a committee to investigate the state 
and condition of the Bank.of Mineral Point, and to make their 
report during the present session. The people of the Territory 
are deeply interested in having ascund currency,and they have 
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a right to expect that the utmost vigilance will be observed on 
the part oftheir representatives to effect that state of things. 

Itis submitted for your consideration whether it would not be 
advisable to appoint'Commissioners, by law, to examine the 
state and condition of the Bank of Mineral Point, at such times 
as they might deem the interests of the people might require it, 
and to make their report at the commencement of each session 
of the Legislative Assembly. If the bank acts in conformity to 
the provisions of her charter she will be interested in letting that 
fact be known to the public, and should she violate its provisions 
the interest of the community requires that legal steps should be 
taken to arrest a state of things so injurious to the best interests 
of the people. 

The removal of the Winnebago Indians to their country west 
of the Mississippi river, under the orders of the Honorable Sec- 
retary of War, is calculated to relieve the frontier inhabitants 
from their frequent depredations on their stock and other prop- 
erty. I am advised by the Commanding General of the United 
States troops, charged with the removal of the Winnebago In- 
dians, that, should any of them remain in the country east of 
the Mississippi, the Dragoons will be detached to collect them 
and form an escort for their removal from this Territory. 

A peace has been recently concluded at Prairie du Chein be- 
tween the Sac, Fox, and Winnebago Indians, which will have 
a good effect in restraining the former Indians from committing 
acts of hostility on the Winnebagoes, and will be the means of 
keeping them within their country west of the Mississippi. 

The removal of the Winnebagoes will enable our enterprising 
citizens to extend their settlements to a desirable and interest- 
ing country north of the Wisconsin river. 

By an act of the Congress of the Ufited States, passed at 
their late session, the right of pre-emption has been extended to 
the people of Wisconsin, with the people of the States and 
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territories of this Union. “This act of Justice to the pioneers 
of the West is calculated to have the most salutary effects. 
The settlers on the vublic lands in this Territory. form the best 
safeguard for the defence of our extended frontier from the en- 
croachments of the Indians. The occupants of the public 
lands acquire an interest in the soil that renders them indepen- 
dent : and, they are the means of exploring the great natural 
advantages of this Territory, thereby facilitating its settlement 
and promoting its prosperity. 

«In conclusion, fellow citizens, I trust that harmony and good 
feeling will govern your deliberations, and that we may pro- 
ceed with as much despatch as will be consistent with our du- 
ties in the completion of the public trust for which we are con- 
vened. 

After the delivery of the address the Council resumed its ses- 
sion.

Resolved, that a committee of one member from each of the 
election districts, be appointed, -to act in conjunction with a 
Similar committee to beappointed by the House of Representa- 
tives, to whom shall be referred that portionof the message of 
the Governor relating to the apportionment ôf the representation

the Territory. 

Messrs. Martin, Wells, Bullen; Sterling, Rountree, Max- 
well, Learned and Brigham, were appointed said committee. 

Ordered, that the House of Representatives be informed there-

ernor on Executive business.

Mr. Maxwell presented the petitions of the grand. and petit 
jurors, and of the inhabitants.of Rock county, asking that the 
times of holding the Court in the County of Rock, may be 
changed to the time specified in the Revised, Statutes, 

Which were read, and laid on the table. ' 

Mr. Arndt, from the Committee on Incorporations, to which 
was referred so much of the Governor’s Message as relates to - 
the Mineral Point Bank, made report thereon together with 
resolutions, as follows :— 

Your committee are deeply sensible of the interest felt in all 
matters relating to the currency of our country and ofthe great 
importance of a strict and vigilant care of those institutions 
which exercise so great an influence in the financial world. 

The subject referred to your committee has received that at. 
tention which its importance n and, although the Bank 
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of Mineral Point, hasissued and is circulating, a kind of paper, 
which has given rise to some suspicions of her solvency and a- 
bility to meet her issues, we are not prepared .to say that the 
policy pursued by heris not absolutely necessary to enable her 
to afford those facilities to the mining and commercial interests 
of the community in which she is’ located, and which at this 
time are so much needed.’ 

In reference to the suggestion, of appointing by fay a board 
of Commissioners to examine into the affairs of the Mineral 
Point Bank from time to time, your committee are of opinion, 
that the time remaining of the present session will not allow of 
so full a discussion and enquiry of the subject as its importance 
demands at your hands. 

It is deemed expedient only at this time to recommend the ap- 
pointment ofa committee of this Council to investigate the state 
and condition of the institution in question, to report at the next 
session of the Legislative Assembly. . The probable shortness of 
this session precluding the possibility of instituting the investi. 
gation as contemplated by the recommendation in the message 
before your committee therefore submit the following resolutions, 
and recommend their adoption. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed from this 
Council, whose duty it shall be to investigate the state and con- 
dition of the Mineral Point Bank, and make report at the next 
session of the Legislative Assembly, and that this committee 
have power to send for persons and papers and to administer 
oaths.
